Within the Auditorium of a theatre the proscenium or mag- 
nified picture frame separating the stage proper from the audi- 
ence is usually flanked by boxes or loges arranged in tiers 
corresponding to the level of the stage and to the balconies 
above. The facade wall of the loges is placed at an angle ap- 
proximately 120 degrees with the plane of the proscenium, the 
angle being established in conformity with the sight or visi- 
bility lines extending from the stage to the sides of the theatre. 

In place of the usual series of loges; one above the other, the 
plan of a proposed theatre calls for a single loge at each side 
of the proscenium. ‘Their design will therefore be on a scale of 
greater dimension and magnificence to suggest their use for the 
reception of royalty or other guests of honor on the occasion of 
gala performances in the theatre. It is also intended that the 
portal of the proscenium formed by the facade wall of the loges 
shall contribute importantly to and form a part of the entire 
decorative design of the proscenium opening. 

The Sea is encouraged to make use of the orders and 
other elements of architectural design and embellishment in his 
vocabulary, together with the decorative accessories of mural 
painting, draperies, lighting fixtures, etc., in such a degree as 
may conform to and be consistent with the traditions of good 
taste. 

The width of the proscenium opening is 42’ 0”, and the height 
‘is 36’ 0” above the stage level. 

The width of the auditorium between walls is 80’ 0”. 

The floor of the loge shall be 8’ 0” above the stage, and 12 Ons 
above the level of the orchestra floor at that point. te

The angle of the facade wall of the loge with the plane of the 
proscenium shall be 120 degrees. 

The seating capacity of the loge shall be 12.

No other entrances or exits need be considered. 

A portion of the proscenium opening and ceiling above, with 
the grand drapery valance and stage curtain, shall be included in 
the composition of the loge.

“A BOAT HOUSE PAVILION” 


A large inland lake is lined for miles with magnificent sum- 
mer residences. The owners are forced to build their boat houses 
on the sandy beach at a level about twelve feet above high water 
and backed against the heavily wooded, steep clay banks of 
the lake. On the tops of these boat houses are built low airy 
pavilions used for dancing and general recreation. These pa- 
vilions must be screened and are usually provided with terraces

and. balconies which extend around and over the boat house 
below. Exterior steps with one or two platforms with seats lead 
to the boat house level and beach below. 


It is a boat house of this kind that is the subject of this pro- ° 


gram. ‘The owner especiaily desires the entire effect to har- 
monize with Nature to preserve the original aspect of the beach 
front; the residences for the most part are on higher levels, 
heavily wooded. No inexpensive building stone is available in 
this district. 

The level of the pavilion is to be thirty feet above high water. 
The boat house, with an area of 450 square feet, will shelter one 
motor boat and other small boats which will be drawn into it 
by a temporary wooden railway across the beach. A boat land- 
ing extending into the water is not possible.

CLASS “A” III PROJET 
“AN OFFICE BULDING WITH PRIVATE BANK” 


In the heart of the financial and business center of a large 
American city an imposing office building is proposed, on the 
ground floor of which is to be located a private bank of inter- 
national reputation. In planning such an edifice the bank is to 
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First Medal—B. Kadish 
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be given spacious quarters in character with the dignity of 
such an institution. 

The plot is a corner lot 80 by 150 feet, and the two inside 
lines of the property are bordered by large commercial build- 
ings. The height of the. proposed building shall not exceed 250 
feet from the ground. The main entrance to the banking quar- 
ters shall be on the narrow side, which fronts the most im- 
portant street. 

Such a building shall contain at least two staircases and not 
less than six elevators. As the land is very valuable, and an 
international bank of this character requires more area than 
would be available on one floor, ample storage and vault facili- 
ties for safe deposit boxes, locker rooms and toilets for employees, 
shall be provided in the basement. ‘The general working space 
for the employees of the bank, together with directors’ room, 
shall be on the second floor. Special elevators and stairs to 
connect the banking room with the basement and second floor 
are necessary; these shall be conveniently located with respect 
to the public space of the banking room. There may be a light 
court. 

The banking quarters shall contain ample space for the pub- 
lic. Around this space shall be grouped officers’ space for ten or 
more officers who will come in direct contact with the public, 
numerous tellers’ cages, two or more consultation rooms, a 
women’s department with two or more special tellers, a re- 
tiring room and toilets, coat room and toilets for officers, etc. 
Space for stenographers shall be ‘conveniently located to the 
officers. A reasonable amount of working area in the rear of the 
tellers’ cages for clerks shall be provided.

“A FRENCH GOTHIC CLOISTER” 


From the beginning of Christian monasticism in the West 
(about 600 A. D.) the cloister has always been, next to the 
church, the central feature of each conventual house. From 
its covered walks all the living apartments were entered, it 
was used for exercise, recreation, study and various forms of 
artistic activity. In its “garth” or central open space was 
usually a well with its canopy and the whole space was filled 
with shrubs, flowers and herbs. 

This “social centre” was always treated with great richness 
of design, often rivaling, or excelling: the church itself. The 
Romanesque cloisters of Spain and the south of France, the 
Gothic cloisters of France, England and Spain, the Early Renais- 


sance cloisters of Italy, are amongst the most beautiful examples 
of Christian art. 


It is assumed that a ruined abbey in France has been ac- 
quired and is to be restored in memory of the late Henry Adams, 
as a resident school of Christian art. The church remains 
intact, but only the foundations of the monastic buildings. 
The problem is the developing of the cloister. The church lies 
to the north. The foundations indicate a former cloister 100 feet 
square in its outer walls.. The foundations for the interior ar- 
cade have been removed and the clear width of the four alleys 
may range therefore from 9’ to 14’. The interior wall will be 
an open arcade on all sides, the alleys will be vaulted in ma- 
sonry, and doors and windows in the outer walls should be indi- 
cated, since the cloister will ultimately be surrounded by rooms 
for the school. The floor grade of the alleys is 3’ above the 
level of the central garden, the floor of the church 2’ 6” above 
the alleys.. Windows in the existing church permit no greater
